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by simply selecting a channel without requiring any special operation, and a 
plurality of streaming broadcasts can be received through a simple arrangement. 
A video delivery server arranged to deliver streaming data by a plurality of 
channels is prepared at a program source; a video receiving software is set up 
automatically when a user's receiving terminal is started so that a program table, 
channels, comments on the program, a using method, advertisements, and the like, 
can be displayed on the screen of the receiving terminal; and connection can be 
made automatically with the communication backbone, e.g. the Internet, or a 
video delivery server by selecting a channel thus receiving a streaming broadcast 
without requiring any intricate operation. 
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
